drop the ballot into the box w ithou t 
any distinguishing m a rk upon it. 


Th e numbers on the ballots fu rn is h ­ 
ed for today's election a re upon the 
ballot itself, not upon the perforated 
strip. 
It seems to be g e n e ra lly conceded 
that if the election is contested, it will 
be declared invalid.
